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EXPLANATORY  TEXT 


GENERAL 

This  report  presents  data  on  the  manufacturing  activities  of 
selected  government  establishments  in  the  United  States.  The 
data  are  not  included  in  other  1982  Census  of  Manufactures 
reports,  which  cover  only  privately  operated  establishments. 
Manufacturing  establishments  owned  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment and  operated  by  private  companies,  either  for  the  Govern- 
ment or  on  their  own  account,  are  included  with  privately 
operated  establishments. 

Three  types  of  Government  manufacturing  establishments 
are  recognized  for  this  report:  (1 )  Department  of  Defense  facili- 
ties, (2)  Federal,  State,  and  District  of  Columbia  penitentiaries, 
and  (3)  all  other  U.S.  Government  facilities.  Data  are  shown 
only  for  the  first  two  types;  the  third  is  discussed  briefly  at  the 
end  of  this  text. 

The  data  for  Department  of  Defense  facilities  were  collected 
on  census  report  Form  MA-171,  Department  of  Defense-Owned 
and  Operated  Establishments  Primarily  Engaged  in  Manufactur- 
ing and  Assembly,  and/or  Research  and  Development;  data  for 
penitentiaries  were  collected  on  Form  MC-D4,  Report  From 
Penal  Institutions.  Copies  of  both  forms  are  shown  in  the 
appendixes.  The  data  for  the  report  from  penal  institutions 
are  presented  by  product  group,  all  other  data  are  presented  by 
industry  groups,  as  defined  in  the  1972  SIC  manual  and  its  1977 
supplement1 .  In  addition  to  industry  groups,  data  are  presented 
by  geographic  areas— the  United  States,  States,  and  selected 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas.  (SMSA's  are  defined  in 
the  appendixes.) 

The  survey  of  Department  of  Defense-Owned  and  Operated 
Establishments  Primarily  Engaged  in  Manufacturing  and  Assem- 
bly, and/or  Research  and  Development  (Form  MA-171)  was 
conducted  on  an  annual  basis  from  1965  through  1980.  In 
1981,  the  survey  was  discontinued  on  an  annual  basis  and  is 
collected  only  on  a  quinquennial  basis  as  part  of  the  economic 
censuses. 

ECONOMIC  CENSUSES  OVER  TIME 

The  early  beginnings  of  America's  industrial  output  were  first 
measured  in  the  United  States  in  the  1810  Decennial  Census  and 
again  in  1820,  when  questions  on  manufacturing  were  included 
with  those  for  population.  Beginning  with  the  1840  Decennial 
Census,  there  were  enumerations  of  manufactures  and  mineral 
industries  at  10-year  intervals  up  to  and  including  the  year  1900 
for  manufactures  and  1940  for  mineral  industries.  The  latter 
census  was  taken  again  for  1954,  1958,  1963,  and  1967. 

Because  of  the  increasing  dominance  of  manufacturing  in  the 
early  20th  century,  Congress  directed  that  quinquennial 
censuses  of  manufactures  be  taken  beginning  in  1905.  However, 
from  1919  through  1939,  these  censuses  were  conducted  every

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2  years.  The  need  for  war-related  current  surveys  in  the  early 
1940's  postponed  the  next  census  of  manufactures  until  1948 
(for  1947).  That  census  was  again  taken  for  1954,  1958,  1963, 
and  1967. 

Retail  and  wholesale  trade  data  were  first  collected  in  1930, 
and  in  1933  information  on  selected  service  industries  was 
added  to  the  data-collection  operation.  These  business  censuses, 
as  they  were  called,  were  again  taken  for  1935,  1939  (as  part  of 
the  1940  decennial  program),  1948,  1954,  1958,  1963,  and 
1967. 

Information  on  construction  industries  was  first  obtained  in 
1930  and  again  for  1935  and  1939.  Data  for  the  full  spectrum 
of  construction  industries  were  not  gathered  again  until  1968 
(for  1967). 

The  need  for  transportation  data  to  supplement  information 
available  from  existing  governmental  or  private  sources  was 
recognized  by  Congress  in  the  late  1950's  and  early  1960's.  The 
census  of  transportation  (consisting  of  several  surveys)  was  first 
taken  for  1963  and  again  for  1967. 

Since  1967,  all  of  the  above  censuses  have  been  taken 
quinquennially  as  part  of  the  Census  Bureau's  economic  census 
program.  (For  the  1977  censuses,  the  coverage  of  the  service 
industries  was  broadened  from  "selected  services"  to  "all 
services,  except  religious  and  household."  A  total  of  41 
additional  four-digit  standard  industrial  classifications1  (SIC's) 
in  7  SIC  major  groups  were  added  to  the  scope  of  the  census. 
While  most  of  the  industries  included  for  the  first  time  for  1977 
were  covered  again  for  1982,  some  were  not,  i.e.,  hospitals; 
elementary  and  secondary  schools;  colleges,  universities,  and 
professional  schools;  junior  colleges  and  technical  institutes; 
labor  unions;  and  political  organizations.) 

The  first  manufacturing  census  for  an  outlying  area  was 
conducted  in  Puerto  Rico  for  the  year  1909.  Thereafter,  with 
the  exception  of  1929,  a  census  was  taken  at  10-year  intervals 
through  1949.  The  first  censuses  of  retail  trade,  wholesale  trade, 
and  selected  service  industries  in  Puerto  Rico  were  conducted 
for  1939.  These  censuses  also  were  taken  for  the  years  1949, 
1954.  1958,  1963,  and  1967.  A  census  of  construction  indus- 
tries was  first  introduced  in  Puerto  Rico  for  1967.  These 
censuses  of  Puerto  Rico  have  been  taken  since  then  for  the  years 
1972,  1977,  and  1982. 

Censuses  of  manufactures,  retail  trade,  wholesale  trade,  and 
selected  service  industries  were  conducted  in  Guam  and  the 
Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  for  1958,  1963,  1967,  1972, 
1977,  and  1982.  Censuses  of  mineral  industries  were  taken  in  the 
Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  for  the  years  1958,  1963, 
and  1967  but  not  since  that  time.  A  census  of  construction 
industries  was  also  undertaken  in  these  areas  for  1972,  1977, 
and  1982. 

Retail  trade,  wholesale  trade,  selected  service  industries, 
manufacturing,  and  construction  industries  were  canvassed  for 
the  first  time  in  the  Northern  Mariana  Islands  in  1983  (for 
1982). 

For  1982,  the  economic  censuses  and  agriculture  censuses 
were  conducted  concurrently.

USES  OF  THE  ECONOMIC  CENSUSES 

The  economic  censuses  are  the  major  source  for  facts  about 
the  structure  and  functioning  of  the  Nation's  economy  and 
provide  essential  information  for  government,  business,  in- 
dustry, and  the  general  public.  They  provide  an  important  part 
of  the  framework  for  such  composite  measures  as  the  gross 
national  product,  input-output  measures,  indexes  of  industrial 
production,  and  indexes  measuring  productivity  and  price  levels. 
Information  from  the  censuses  is  used  to  establish  sampling 
frames  and  as  benchmarks  for  current  surveys  of  business 
activity,  which  are  essential  for  measuring  short-term  economic 
conditions. 

State  and  local  governments  use  census  data  to  assess  business 
activities  within  their  jurisdictions.  The  private  sector  uses  the 
data  to  forecast  general  economic  conditions;  analyze  sales 
performance;  lay  out  sales  territories;  allocate  funds  for  adver- 
tising; decide  on  locations  for  new  plants,  warehouses,  or  stores; 
and  measure  potential  markets  in  terms  of  size,  geographic 
areas,  kinds  of  business,  and  kinds  of  products  made  or  sold. 

Following  every  census,  thousands  of  businesses  and  other 
users  purchase  reports.  Likewise,  census  facts  are  widely 
disseminated  by  trade  associations,  business  journals,  and 
newspapers.  Volumes  containing  census  statistics  are  available  in 
most  major  public  and  college  libraries.  All  1982  data  are 
available  on  microfiche  from  the  U.S.  Government  Printing 
Office  and  most  data  on  computer  tape  from  the  Census 
Bureau.  Finally,  the  more  than  50  State  Data  Centers  also  are 
suppliers  of  economic  census  statistics. 

AUTHORITY  AND  SCOPE  OF  THE  ECONOMIC 
CENSUSES 

The  economic  censuses  are  required  by  law  under  title  13  of 
the  United  States  Code,  sections  131,  191,  and  224,  which 
directs  that  they  be  taken  at  5-year  intervals  for  the  years 
ending  in  2  and  7.  The  1982  Economic  Censuses  covered 
manufacturing,  mining,  construction  industries,  retail  trade, 
wholesale  trade,  service  industries,  and  selected  transportation 
activities.  Special  programs  also  cover  minority-owned  and 
women-owned  businesses.  The  next  economic  censuses  are 
scheduled  to  be  taken  in  1988  for  the  year  1987.

tions  primarily  or  exclusively  serving  their  own  installations  are 
not  included,  such  as  bakeries  and  some  machine  shops.  Also 
not  included  are  all  printing  and  publishing  activities.  Coverage 
of  this  activity  is  difficult  because  almost  every  large  govern- 
ment installation  engages  in  printing  and  publishing  to  some 
degree. 

Explanation  of  Terms 

"Wage  board  and  graded"  employees  refers  to  those  non- 
military  personnel  employed  by  Department  of  Defense-owned 
and  operated  establishments.  "Costs"  represents  the  cost  of 
materials,  supplies,  and  parts  used;  the  cost  of  contract  services; 
and  other  costs  directly  related  to  the  manufacturing  activities 
of  the  installation.  'Cost  of  fuels  consumed"  represents  the 
total  cost  of  fuels  consumed  for  heat,  power,  transportation, 
or  the  generation  of  electricity.  "Cost  of  purchased  electricity" 
represents  the  total  cost  of  electric  energy  purchased  or  received 
by  the  installation.  "Value  of  shipments  for  service"  represents 
total  billings  (including  progress  billings)  based  on  the  Industrial 
Fund  Accounting  System  of  the  Department  of  Defense, 
including  receipts  for  construction  and  conversion,  manufacture 
and  assembly,  and  research  and  development.  Unbilled  costs  of 
work  in  progress  are  reported  separately.  "Total  revenue" 
represents  total  billings  adjusted  by  the  increase  or  decrease  in 
the  unbilled  costs  of  work  in  progress.  "Value  added  by  manu- 
facture" in  tables  1  through  3  is  represented  two  ways:  as 
revenue  less  cost  of  materials  and  as  revenue  less  cost  of  materials, 
contract  service,  and  other  costs. 


FEDERAL,  STATE,  AND  DISTRICT  OF 
COLUMBIA  PENITENTIARIES 

During  1982,  manufactured  products  valued  at  $470.0 
million  were  produced  at  penitentiaries  in  the  United  States,  of 
which  $161.0  million  worth  was  produced  at  Federal  peniten- 
tiaries. Data  collected  on  manufacturing  in  penal  institutions  are 
shown  in  tables  5  and  6.  These  data  include  the  value  of  products 
manufactured  for  use  within  the  institutions  or  products  pro- 
duced and  transferred  to  other  government  agencies.  Table  5 
shows  1982,  1977,  and  1972  production  data  by  product  group, 
and  table  6  shows  total  production  data  by  States  and  products. 

OTHER  U.S.  GOVERNMENT  FACILITIES 


Findings 

Total  revenue  at  Department  of  Defense  manufacturing 
facilities  amounted  to  $13.8  billion  in  1982.  In  1982,  total 
employment  was  251  thousand  of  which  144  thousand  were 
production  workers.  The  wages  of  all  employees  totaled  $6.9 
billion  and  those  of  production  workers  $3.8  billion. 

Coverage 

Data  on  Department  of  Defense  manufacturing  facilities 
shown  in  tables  1  through  4  were  collected  from  74  establish- 
ments. While  these  establishments  may  also  be  engaged  in  non- 
manufacturing  activities  at  the  same  location,  the  statistics 
represent  only  their  manufacturing  activities.  All  installations 
producing  goods  or  performing  manufacturing  services  are 
included,  such  as  industrial  research  and  development  and  the 
conversion  and  modification  of  ships  and  aircraft  by  the  Army, 
Navy,  and  Air  Force.  Activities  of  Defense  Department  installa- 


The  Bureau  of  Mines  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
produces  refined  helium  for  Federal  agencies.  During  1982, 
it  operated  two  plants  from  which  305.1  million  cubic  feet  of 
helium  valued  at  $1 1.4  million  were  shipped.  The  average  num- 
ber of  employees  during  the  year  totaled  225  of  which  1 1 5  were 
production  and  related  workers.  The  total  wages  and  salaries  it 
paid  amounted  to  approximately  $7.7  million.  Comparable  data 
for  other  years,  as  well  as  additional  details  on  production, 
shipments,  consumption,  prices,  reserves,  and  activities  appear 
in  the  Bureau  of  Mines'  "Minerals  Yearbook  for  1982." 

No  data  are  shown  in  this  report  on  the  production  activities 
of  other  Government  manufacturing  facilities.  Other  Govern- 
ment agencies  which  have  manufacturing  activities  include  the 
U.S.  Government  Printing  Office,  the  National  Aeronautic  and 
Space  Administration,  and  the  Tennessee  Valley  Authority.  The 
operations  of  these  agencies  are  covered  in  their  annual  reports. 
Others  not  covered  are  the  minor  manufacturing  activities  of  the 
Post  Office  Department  and  the  General  Services  Administration.

1982  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

Publications  of  the  1982  Census  of  Manufactures,  containing  prelim- 
inary and  final  data  on  manufacturing  establishments  in  the  United  States, 
are  described  below.  Publication  order  forms  for  the  specific  reports  may 
be  obtained  from  any  Department  of  Commerce  district  office  or  from 
Customer  Services  Branch,  Data  User  Services  Division,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233. 

Preliminary  Reports 

Preliminary  industry  data  are  issued  in  443  separate  reports  covering 
452  industries  (or  combinations  of  industries).  Preliminary  data  for 
States  are  grouped  and  released  in  reports  for  each  of  the  nine  census 
geographic  divisions. 

Final  Reports 

Final  detailed  statistics  are  issued  in  separate  paperbound  reports. 
Industry  series-82  reports  (MC82-I-20A  to  -39D) 

Each  of  the  82  reports  provides  information  for  a  group  of  related 
industries  (e.g.,  "dairy  products"  includes  industries  for  butter,  cheese, 
milk,  etc.).  Final  figures  for  the  United  States  are  shown  for  each  of 
the  452  manufacturing  industries  on  quantity  and  value  of  products 
shipped  and  materials  consumed,  cost  of  fuels  and  electric  energy,  capital 
expenditures,  assets,  rents,  inventories,  employment,  payroll,  payroll 
supplements,  hours  worked,  value  added  by  manufacture,  number  of 
establishments,  and  number  of  companies.  Comparative  statistics  for 
earlier  years  are  provided  where  available. 

For  each  industry,  data  on  value  of  shipments,  value  added  by  manu- 
facture, capital  expenditures,  employment,  and  payroll  are  shown 
by  employment-size  class  of  establishment  and  degree  of  primary  product 
specialization.  Statistics  are  given  on  production  of  specific  products  and 
consumption  of  energy  and  various  materials  by  industry.

lishments for  the  State,  SMSA's,  and  large  industrial  counties  and  cities. 
Comparative  statistics  for  earlier  census  years  are  shown  for  the  State  and 
large  SMSA's.  Manufacturing  totals  are  presented  for  each  county  and 
for  cities  with  significant  manufacturing  activity.  Detailed  statistics- 
including  inventories,  assets,  rents,  and  energy  costs-are  presented  only 
in  statewide  totals. 

Subject  series-10  reports  (MC82-S-1  to  -10) 

Each  of  the  10  reports  contains  detailed  statistics  for  an  individual 
subject,  such  as:  selected  materials  consumed,  selected  metalworking 


operations,  manufacturing  activity  in  government  establishments,  concen- 
tration ratios  in  manufacturing,  type  of  organization,  water  use  in  manu- 
facturing, fuels  and  electric  energy  consumed  (separate  publications  for 
industry  statistics,  and  State  and  SMSA  statistics),  textile  machinery  in 
place,  production  indexes,  and  a  general  National-level  summary.
